Clarke of 
Didsbury, for the three-year-old 
cow Waikiki Xenia's Fanny which 
in official R.O.P. test for the past 
60 days gave a test of 9.8 per cent, 

This high producing cow is one 
ef the choice animals purchased 
last year by Mr, Clarke in the State 
of Washington and added to his 
herd at Didsbury. The butterfat 
content of the milk, which is ex- 
coptionally high for even a cow of 
this breed, is certified by F. King 
of the dominion government cow- 
testing staff. 

At this rate, the Clarke cow, in 
her average flow of two gallons of 
milk per day produces sufficient 
butterfat to make approximately 
214 peunds of butter.

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UP TO THE DOMINIONS 


Lord Parmoor, speaking in the House 
of Lords, said the MacDonald Government 
approves the idea of accepting a fixed 
quota of dominion wheat for consumption 
in Great Britain, but added “whether the 
dominions can formulate a scheme that 
will be satisfactory only time will tell.” 

Which clearly means that if the 
minions want Britain to agree to take a 
definite amount or proportion of their 
wheat, it is up to them to say what return 
concessions they are ready to make in the 
way of admitting British manufactured 
goods into their markets. The inference 
is also pretty plain that the Government 
of Great Britain does not intend to take 
the initiative, but is leaving it to the do- 
minions to put in their bids if they want

DR. OLIVER 


In conferring an honorary degree upon 
Hon. Frank Oliver, the University of Al- 
berta pays tribute to the outstanding Old 
‘Timer of the West. He,is the best known 
of the pioneers who drove their creaking 
ox-carts into the western wilderness to 
found a new civilization. In honoring him 
the University also makes fitting recogni- 
tion of the worth and the work of the vet- 
erans whom he represents. 

No man living or dead deveted a more 
tireless energy or active brain to the 
ti of promoting the settlement of 
prairie Canada and the development of its 
varied resources. And none may claim to 
have borne a larger part in bringing about 
the transformation that has taken place 
here in the last half-century. Mr, Oliver 
has been more than a figure on the stage 
of western history. He has shaped the 
course of that history to a remarkable de- 
gree 

If one should ask where is the monu- 
ment and evidence of the lifework of this 
distinguished Kdmontonian, the resident 
of this city may say with candor, “Look 
about you.” So far as that can be said of 
any one man, Mr. Oliver made Edmonton, 
He literally and directly made it the capi- 
tal city of a great province. And in so 
doing he created the circumstances which 
brought about the establishment of the 
splendid University which today is honor- 
ing itself in honoring him, 


FIVE NEW SCHOOLS 


The public school board has finally 
settled on a building program which in- 
volves the starting, if not the completion, 
of five new permanent school buildings 
within the next two years. 

The taxpayers have already sanctioned 
the erection of a public school in Crom- 
dale. They will be asked to approve the 
erection of another public school in Gien- 
ora, These two projects would comprise 
the operations for the present year. 

For next year the plan is to build a 
ten room high school somewhere in the 
west end of the city, a similar one in the 
east end, and also half of the proposed 
central high school on the Victoria site. 

The estimated cost of the five build- 
ings is placed at a figure somewhere in 
the neighborhood of $900,000, Allowing 
for the usual spread between estimates 
and completed cost, the group would prob- 
ably represent something more than $1,- 
000,000 by the time they were ready for 
use, 

No one will question the wisdom of 
thus looking ahead and plotting a general 
program designed to meet the prospective 
needs for some time. But it may be bet- 
ter policy to submit the proposals separ- 
ately rather than ask the taxpayers to en- 
dorse the lot at once 

The times are not very favorable for 
money bylaws, whatever the purpose. 
Taxes have gone up, And school expendi- 
ture gets away with a heavy proportion 
of the annual levy. If the burgesses can 
be got this year to consent to the building 
of the new Glenora public school, there 
will be no important delay in the construc- 
tion operations if the other hylaws are 
left over until next spring.

because they were branch banks. 

Bach variety has its advantages, de- 
pending upon the stand-point from which 
it is viewed. It is easier to borrow money 
from a local bank in the United States 
than from a branch bank in Canada. The 
local banker, dependent upon local busi- 
ness entirely, and subject to personal in- 
fluences, has to find reasons for which 
he can refuse a loan without giving of- 
fence. The manager of a branch bank has 
to be “shown” that it would be safe to 
make a loan, 

Local banks in the United States are 
said to take a more active part in promot- 
ing the industry and business of their com- 
munities than Canada’s branch banks can 
do, or are allowed to do. The borrower is 
likely to prefer the local bank to the 
branch bank, for the reason that it is eas- 
fer to get money from it. Not infrequent- 
ly he finds it an “easy mark”, 

But the branch bank has the redeem- 
ing virtue of being a safer place in which 
to put one’s savings. The man who de- 
posits money in a local bank in the Unit- 
ed States must ask himself as he scans 
the record for the last year whether he will 
ever see it again, The Canadian who de- 
posits money in a branch bank sleeps 
sound, knowing that he can get it back 
whenever he calls for it.
